The Davidic Covenant refers to God's promises to David through Nathan the prophet 
and is found in 2 Samuel 7 and later summarized in 1 Chronicles 17:11-14 and 2 
Chronicles 6:16.

The covenant is significant as it promises the establishment of a kingdom that would 
endure forever, with the Messiah coming from the lineage of David and the tribe of 
Judah. It is an unconditional covenant, meaning that God does not place any 
conditions of obedience upon its fulfillment . 


The fulfillment of the Davidic Covenant is ultimately in Christ the Messiah. The major 
issues related to the covenant are when and how God's promises to David will be 
fulfilled in Christ. It is believed that Christ will fulfill God's promises to David in the 
future, after His Second Coming to the earth, by establishing and reigning over a literal, 
earthly, political kingdom for a thousand years on this present earth, just as His 
ancestor David reigned over a literal, earthly, political kingdom . ( Christ, The Messiah -

The German diplomatic protocol emphasizes the creation of an environment for 
successful diplomacy and mutual respect.
